The above-identified application matured into U.S. Patent No. 
6,946,136 on September 20, 2005. The patent issued with a patent 
term adjustment (PTA) of 993 days. Patentees indicate that the 
adjustment of 993 days is thought to be longer than appropriate. 

A review of the application history reveals that an adjustment 
of 868 days can be attributed to the Office. In accordance with 
37 CFR 1.702(a) (2) and 1.703(a) (2), an adjustment 561 days can 
be attributed to the Office. In accordance with 37 CFR 
1.702(a)(2) and 1.703(a)(2), an adjustment ;of 30 days can be 
attributed to the Office. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.702(a) (4) 
and 1.703(a) (6), an adjustment of 277 day be attributed to the 
Office. 

The adjustment of adjustment of 868 days can be reduced a total 
of 150 days for patentees' failure to engage in reasonable 
efforts to conclude prosecution (or processing) . In accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.704(b), the adjustment of 868 days can be reduced 
30 days in connection with the amendment submitted August 15, 



The adjustment is further reduced 120 days in accordance with 37 
CFR 1.704(c) (10) (ii) in connection with the drawings submitted 
August 17, 2004.
